THRILLING SPECTACLE 
b PORT ARTHUR. 


E Abe s Story of the Sinking of the 
Petropavlovsh. 


Desperate Fight Made by the Russian Torpedo-boat 
Strashni Against Four Japanese Vessels Ere She Went 
Down—Three Explosions on the Battleship Signal- 
man Botchkoff Found Makaroff Weltering in Blood. 


LBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


IAO YANG, April 18.—{By Asiatic Cable.] The Associated 

Press correspondent, believing that the Japanese would re- 

@ peat the attempt to block the entrance to Port Arthur with 
fireships Easter eve, went from Liao Yang to Port Arthur a week 
ago yesterday. He writes: 

For four nights I watched with the sentries on Golden Hill. 

Three nights passed quietly. Tuesday night, April 12, Vice-Ad- 
miral Makaroff took to sea with his entire squadron, including 
fourteen torpedo boats. The next night, April 13, in the teeth of 
a gale, eight torpedo boats were sent out to reconnoiter. From 
Golden Hill, on which I was standing, through the blackness the 
searchlights of the fortification flashed over the inky waters of 
the roadstead and far out to the hazy horizon. 
- At 11 o’clock, I heard firing at sea, and counted seven shots, 
but could ste nothing. At daybreak, I made out through the light 
haze to the southward, about five miles from shore, six boats 
strung out in line, all firing. In the lead, and outstripping the 
others, was a boat heading at full speed directly for the entrance 
of the harbor. . The last in line was beclouded in steam, and lag- 
ging. She had evidently been hit. It was difficult to distinguish 
the boats, but finally, through my glasses, I saw that the leader 
and the lagger were Russian, and that the four others were Jap- 
anese. The flash of the guns and the splash of the projectiles as 
they struck the water showed the intensity of the conflict. 

“The torpedo boat from which steam was escaping was firing‘ 
viciously. The four center craft drew together, concentrating 
their fire upon her, but the crippled boat poured out her fire and 
was successfully keeping off her agssilants. The signals then 
Streshni, .(Beztrashni?) 

The unequal combat eee with breathless interest, 
but the net drew close around the doomed boat. The four Japa- 
nese vessels formed a semicircle and poured in a deadly fire. The 
steam from the Strashni grew denser, covering her like a white 
pall. Still she fought like a desperately wounded animal, brought 
to bay. Running straight for the adversary barring her way to 
safety, she passed the Japanese astern and fired at them. 

At this stage Vice-Admiral Makaroff, who had been observ- 
ing the progress of the conflict through a telescope, signaled to 
the cruiser Bayan, lying in the inner harbor, to weigh anchor and 
go out to the rescue. 

WENT DOWN FIRING. 


“The Japanese boats clung to their enemies like hounds in a 
chase. They had become separated, but again resumed their 
formation. Smaller jets of fame and smoke were spurting from 
the little rapid firers, varied by denser clouds as torpedoes were 
discharged against the Strashni. ‘It was the end. The stricken 
boat loosed a final round, but it was as if a volley had been fired 
over her own grave, for she disappeared beneath the waves, only 
a little cloud of steam marking the place where she went down. 

‘Satisfied with what they had accomplished, the Japanese 
torpedo boats turned and made off at full speed, followed by the 
Bayan.. To their support came six of the enemy’s cruisers. Still 
the Bayan went on, seemingly inviting certain destruction. She 
soon ported her helm to bring a broadside to bear upon the foe, 
which was advancing in line of battle. She opened some of them, 
and turned quickly and stood on into the hail of the enemy's 


their guns to bear, and projectiles rained around the Bayan, rais- 
ing columns of water as they burst, but none struck home. 
To the eastward suddenly appeared five more of our torpedo 
boats returning to ‘the harbor under forced draft. Two of the 
Japanese cruisers were immediately detached to cut them off, but 
the Bayan, noticing the movement, checked it by turning a hot fire 
upon them. The movement was effective. The Japanese cruisers 
slowed down and the torpedo boats slipped through’ into the harbor. 


THE DOOMED PETROPAVLOVSK. 


“Meanwhile, in accordance with Vice-Admiral Makaroff’s 
order, the battleships and cruisers in the inner harbor slipped an- 
chor. Majestically, the Petropaviovsk, flying the Admiral’s flag, 
steamed through the entrance. On her appearance. the formida. 
ble array of Japanese cruisers turned and fled. The Admiral sig- 
naled the Bayan to return. Then a stream of vari-colored signal 
flags fluttered out Brave Bayan.”’ 

Ny this time the entire Russian squadron was in the outer 
harbor. Beside the Petropaviovsk, I saw the battleships Peres- 
viet, Poltava, Pobieda and Sevastopol; the cruisers Novik, Diana 
and Askold and the torpedo boats. The flags announcing the 
Admiral's approbation of the Bayan were hauled down and re- 
placed by another signal. Immediately the torpedo boats dashed 
ahead and the heavier ships began to spread out. 

~ “Seeing the flight of the Japanese cruisers, the Petropavlovsk 
opened fire with her great guns, but the enemy was out of range, 
and soon disappeared. 
THE RETURN CHASE. 


Our squadron continued the chase, finally fading from view. 
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broadsides. The Japanese steamed at a slight angle, enabling all | ™

RUMOR NOT_CONFIRMED BY RUS- 
SIAN GENERAL STAFF. 


Rumors were in cir- 
culation bere today of a fresh engage- 
ment on the Yalu River, which had 
resulted favorably to the Russians, 
but a dis h received by the General 
Staff tonight! says that the situation is 
unchanged,’ dnd that all is quiet on 
the Yalu. 
It is said that on the evening of the 
disaster to the Petropaviovsk, Vice- 
Admiral Makaroff telegraphed to the 
Emperor that he was-about to fight a 
decisive action with the enemy's fleet.

VALUABLE CROP. 

| There is nothing more frequently 
aid by the superficial tourist who 
drifts into Southern California and 
' @riftse out again, and for one reason 
or another feels it incumbent upon 
him to say something cutting—as the 
small boy would say, “real mean”— 
in his home paper, than that we of 
Bouthern California live on “oranges 
and tenderfeet.” Sometimes they 
even overlook the oranges, as in the 
case of one of the visiting bankers, 
who, in an interview published in 
- his home paper, was quoted to the 
A that Los Angeles is a “jay” 

town, living on tourists, and while 
pretending to give a list of a few 
things raised in Southern California, 
did not even mention the fruit, of 
which we shall probably ship over 
25,000 carloads during the present 
Beason. 

Of course, we of Southern Califor- 
nia know that this is utterly untrue, 
but it is undowbtedly the belief of a 
large number of.more or less in- 
telligent people east, of the moun- 
tains, notwithstanding the vast amount 
of preaching of the gospel of South- 
ern California's resources that has 
been done by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, The Times and other agencies, 
during the past dozen years. Nay, not 
only east of the mountains, but also 
north of the Tehachepi, for in San 
Francisco and thereabouts you will 
And lots of people, 

' Qlothes and looking as if they enjoyed 
a fair education and fair advantages, 
who will tell you seriously that if it 
weren't for the tourist travel, Los An- 
geles would be reduced to the level 
of a country village. Now, as a fact. 
the value of the products of the seven 
southern counties of California, of 
which Los Angeles is the commercial 
center, Will aggregate for the present 
year over $100,000,000, a goodly sum 
to divide among a population of less 
than 600,000, representing an income 


of $1000 a year for every family In 


the seven counties. 

To return, however, to our mutton 
or rather our tourists. It wouldn' 
Go to associate them, by reference, 
with sheep, for that would imply the 
idea of shearing. Of course, we never 
shear them. We merely furnish them 
_. with pleasant pasture, taking a part 

of their fleece as payment. The tour- 
ist is an exceedingly valuable animal. 
We do not have to raise him and feed 
him during a period when he is non- 
productive. He comes here full grown, 
and ready to pick. He brings accu- 
mulations of wealth made in other 
sections of the country, and all he ex- 
pends here is so much clear profit to 
‘us, over and above our income from 
home products. Then, again, though 
mo tourist is an absolute~blank—al- 
thohgh some of them do not spend 
more than the law allows—we always 
dave a chance of drawing a big prize, 
‘In the shape of some millionaire who 
comes here for the sake of his health 
or the health of some member of his 
family, or perhaps only for recreation, 
not intending to stay more than a 
few weeks, and who becomes so en- 
amored of Southern 
charms that he decidés to become a 
permanent resident, and is soon num- 
bered among the progressive and en- 
‘terprising citizens of Los Angeles, or 
_ #0me other Southern California city, 
» fevesting hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for the benefit of himself and 
of his newly adopted home. 

Yes, indeed, the tourist crop is a 
'*waluable crop, and we can afford to 
Jet the other fellows joke who haven't 
get them. We don’t even yet thor- 
oughly realize the value of this 
_ asset of Southern fornia, or do as 
, much as we might to develop it. As 
showing what might be done, take 
the case of Switzerland, about three- 
fourths the size of San Bernardino 
county, known as the “playground of 
europe.” The total number of tour- 
ists who visited that country in 1902 
was 215,000. It is estimated that the 
disbursements of visitors to Switzer- 
land amount to $20,000,000 a year, 
without taking into account the con- 
siderable purchases in the stores. This 
would soon make Switzerland an ex- 
eeedingly wealthy country, were it 
not for the fact that it is handicapped 
its lack of ‘agricultural land, not 
more than one-sixth of the surface 
being arable. Consequentiy, im- 
mense quantities of food supplies must 
be imported to sell to tourists. For 
example, in 1901 no leas than 20,000 
tons of vegetables and 50,000 beef cat- 
tie were imported. Here Southern 
California has an immense advantage 
over Switzerland, for, with the excep- 
tien of cattle, we can raise within the 
borders of the seven gouthern coun- 
ties sufficient food to feed all the tour- 
ists that are ever likely to visit us, 
thus furnishing our farmers a good 
market at home. 

Surely, it would pay us to encourage 
in any reasonable way this profitable 
and promising crop. There is much 
yet to be done. We must have bet- 
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streets in the city, and we must 
provide for our Eastern visitors an 
ample variety of means of entertain- 
ment. They are able to pay for it. If 
they are pleased, they will come again, 
and bring their friends, and so we shal] 
enjoy the profits accruing from a sort 
of “endless chain” scheme. 


A LONG-WINDED LIBELER. 
What do vou think of a man 
who takes up six columns in his home 
paper to tell people what a good 
country California is to stay away 
from. ‘Wouldn't that jar you?” One 
Leaton Irwin has a six-column letter 
in the Quincy (In.) Journal, of Feb- 
ruary 26, headed, in big type: 0 
Magazine of Informajion About Cali- 
fornia, from One Who js There, 
and Has Paid Dearly for What He a 
Knows.” Here are the subheads, 
which will give a fair idea of the con- 
tents of this ious epist le: 

“People in thern California Liv- 
ing on Imported Food—They Have to, 
or Go Hungry—They are Long on 
Sunshine, Drouth and Dust and Des- 
perately Short on Home-Grown Food. 
How the Western Boomers Work the 
Tenderfeet—Leaton Irwin Gives a 
Glimpse of the Other Side, and Warns 
Those Who are Doing Fairly Well 
Here to “Let Enough Alone. 
Some Wholesome Hints for Home 
Consumption—-Regular and Rapid 
Changes of Temperature—No Rain to 
Amount to Anything for a Year—The 
Climate Enervatiig—Cost of Living 
High—Startling Amount of Quincy 
Money Invested Abroadj—What it 
Would Do for Quincy if Spent at 
Home—The Overflowing Generosity 
of the Western Boomers—Their Life 
ris a Torture Because They are Not 
Permitted to Make More Eastern Men 
Rich—The Tourist is Their Meat, and 
They Fleece Him Good and Proper.” 

The author starts out by referring 
to a booklet issued by the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, which he 
sends to the editor of the Illinois 
paper. He intimates that this pam- 
phiet paints altogether too rosy a 
picture of this section. Incidentally, 
it may be mentioned that the pam- 
phlet referred to, which is now in its 
thirteenth edition, over a quarter of 
a million copies having been printed, 
is written by Harry Ellington Brook, 
for many years a member of The 
Times editorial staff, and that it is 
written with a special regard to con- 
scientious conservatism of state:nents. 
Thousands who have been broucht to 
California by means of this pamphlet 
have admitted that the statements 
made therein, in regard to the re- 
sources and attractions of Souther. 
California, are rather under than over- 
drawn. 

The Times will not attempt to go 
into detall in contradicting Mr. Ir- 
win’s many unfounded or exaggerated 
statements. Some of the statements 
he makes are true, or partially true, 
which only makes the whole article 

harmful. He sapiently observes. 
with the wisdom of a boiled owl, that 
“it hardly seems possible” that fa. 
Pedro harbor will figure much in for- 
eign business, with an ideal harbor 
ten miles long at San Diego, whence he 
writes his letter. He also truly says 
the harbor is at San Pedro and not 
at Los Angeles. He calls attention to 
the asserted fact that the crops of 
Illinois are worth more than tke 
crops of California. Is he, perhaps, 
not aware that Illinois was an im- 
portant and populous State at a time 
when people did not think wheat 
could be successfully raised in Cali-_ 
fornia? Another thing that he charge: 
against us is that the climate is en- 
ervating. 

Strange how people who have been 
“enervated” have managed to do such 
a big lot of development work, isn't it? 
Finally, he speculates as to what a 
vast amount of immigration might be 
diverted from Los Angeles to Quincy, 
III., if the people of the latter place 
would spend half as much money as 
we have, in advertising it. Perhaps 
it might. And then, again, possibly 
it might not. Some people are foolish 
enough to prefer the climate of South- 
ern California to that of I!linois. 

Meantime, if Mr. Irwin has svch a 
very poor opinion of this section, 
what js he doing downdn San Diego? 
Why doesn’t he go home—and stay 


there? 


CARNEGIE BENEFACTION. 

One of the latest plans devised by 
Andrew Carnegie for expending his 
colossal fortune—which continues to 
increase in spite of his efforts in that 
direction—is descfibed in a dispatch 
from Pittsbungh. Mr. Carnegie has 
created a fund to be ueed for the ben- 
efit of “the dependents of those losing 
their lives in heroic effort to save their 
fellow-men, or for the heroes them- 
selves, if injured only.” The bestowal 
of medais in recognition of heroic acts 
is provided for. It is stipulated that 
the endowment shall be known as “the 


hero fund,” and it is to consist of .- 
000,000 in first collateral 5-per-cent. 
bonds of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. The trust ts to be adminis- 
tered by a commission, which held its 
Great meeting in Pittsburgh on Friday 
last and afterward gave out the frst 
public information of the project. 


This unique benefaction ts hedged 
about by conditions calculated to pre- 


vent abuses and to provide that euch 
awards as are madé shal! be worthily 
bestowed. 
grant shall be continued unless it be 
soberly and properly used and the re- 
cipients remain respecta 

haved members of the community.” 
The field to be covered is “the United 
States and Canada 
thereof.” Full power is given to the 
commission “to sell, invest, or reinvest 
all funds,” and it is further empow- 
ered, upon a two-thirds vote, 
Vote any surplus that may accrue 
the relief of those in want, caused by 
ne fault of their own.” 

The criticism has often been passed 
upon Mr. Carnegie that his benefac- 
tions have been mostly of a kind cal- 
culated to call public attention to the 
name of Andrew Carnegie. It is not toe 
be denied that there is force in this 
¥ criticism. While founding public libra- 
ries and other institutions bearing the 
Carnegie patronymi@ he has not, at 
. least go far as is known, been very 
Nberal in the bestowal of benefactions 
designed to relieve individual suffer- 
ing or to 
those whose lot is cast in the lower 
strata of the social structure. 

This latter field is the true and wider 
field for genuine 
establishment of libraries and the en- 
dowment of universities is not to be 
decried nor undervalued. Great good 
to the human race has 
plished by benefactions of this kind. 
But when such gifts are accompanied 
by a requirement that the name of the 
donor shall be perpetually linked with 
his gift or its results, the suspicion is 
created that 
than the good of humanity is the prin- 
cipal motive back of the gift. 

Mr. Carnegie has 
departure from his usual custom in the 
establishment of “the hero fund.” Es- 
pecially to be commended is the pro- 
vision that in case a surplus shall ac- 
erue it may be devoted “to the relief 
of those in want, caused by no fauit 
of their own.” This ens the door to 


wider, a great deal, than can 8 
be covered by any surplus that may 
accrue in the administration of Mr. 
Carnegie’s “hero fund.“ 

Without a doubt. Mr. Carnegie de- 
rives great satisfaction from his gifts 
to libraries and other public institu- 
tions, and in this way he does much 
ood. But what infinite good might 
be accomplished in the bestowal of his 
millions it the money could be 80 ex- 
pended as to reach the largest possible 
number 
through the vicissitudes of 
find themselves “in want, caused by 
no fault of their oon.“ Money thus ex- 
pended need not and should not be 
bestowed wholly in the way of char- 
ity. Much might be used in the build- 
ing of homes to be sold at cost and on 
easy terms to the deserving but indus- 
trious poor; much could be used to re- 
lieve sickness, to mitigate the disabil- 
ities of old age, to uplift the fallen, 
and in a thousand ways to smooth out, 
in some degree, the Inequalities of life 
under the flerce stress of our modern 
civilization. 

Details need not be pointed out. 
Ways and means will readily suggest 
themselves to any intelligent mind by 
which the sum tetal of human misery 
might be immeasurably relleved by 
the judicious use of sums so vast as 
those which Mr. Carnegie can bestow 
annually without decreasing the prin- 
cipal of his immense fortune. 

If the wealthy men of the world, In 
the disbursement of their wealth, were 
more generally guided by a desite to 
benefit their fellow-men, and less by 
a desire to perpetuate the memory of 
themselves 
there would be a great deal more of 
practical philanthropy in the world, a 
vast 
corresponding decrease of human suf- 
fering, discontent, and crime. 
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been shown on the part of opponents of 
the Republican party to raise the cry, 
“Free the Filipinos!" as a campaign 
slogan.

NEW DOOR 
10 MEXICO. 


Calexigo Soon to be Made a 
of Entry. 
Government Offices Will be 
Established There. 


Result of Gov. Vega Visit 
to Border Town. 


When Col, Celso Verga, Governor of 
the northern district of Lower Cail- 
fornia, returned to Les Angeles last 
week from a visit to Calexico and 
through the Imperial country, he 
brought important news for that pro- 
gressive section. 

Col. Vega, who left for Ensenada 


contiguous region as a representative 
of the Mexican government, to sce if 
the importance of the place, present 
and probable, is such as to warrant the 
establishment of a Méxican customs 
post on the Mexican side of the bound- 


ary, opposite Calexico, 

As the result of his inspection the 
Mexican government will, within the 
present year, he states, establish in 
the Mexican eounterpart of Calexico 
a customs officer and a detachment of 
rurales, and erect a custembhouse, 
school, administrative building, fall, 
barracks and postoffice. 

These facts establish the new im- 
portance of that district in the eves 
of the Mexican government, and will 
mean much fer Calexico, thus made 
a port of entry. 

The Mexican official was an in- 
terested observer of the wonders cre- 
ated in the Imperial country through 
the efforts of the California Develop- 
ment Company, and ex hie un- 
bounded admiration for the enricning 
transformation, and the good effects 
which would be manifest below the 
boundary line as well through the ex- 
ample set by these men of energy. The 
thing which he thought would be of 
the greatest benefit to the region now, 
he sald, would be the continuance of 
a railroad from Calexico to the Gulf, 
not more than sixty miles distant, 
thus furnishing an ocean outlet for that 
rich interior. A noh of the f#outh- 
ern Pacific, under course of construc- 
tion, is already within about five 
miles of Calexico. 

Col. Vega, who is one of the most 
highly-regarded officers of Mexico, is 
very popular with the populace of his 
capital, Ensenada, and surrounding

WAR AND TAXES. 
— 
Terrible Cost Not Only in of Life 
but Also in Large * 
ture of Money. 


[Chicago Tribune:] War may mean 
glory or defeat, but it certainly means 
taxes. Even where a war is a brief 
one, and all money needed is borrowed, 
there have to be heavier taxes in or- 
der to pay the Interest on the debt. The 
wisest policy for a nation which has 
to take up arms is to employ the taxing 
power freely at the outset. The North 
made a mistake at the beginning of the 
Civil War by falling to pursue that 
course. The war debt would not have 
been so large if, in 1861, Congress had 
not been timid as regarded taxation. 
It is estimated in Japan that the cost 
of war to that country for a year will 
be $265,000,000. That means loans and 
taxes. The Japanese government has 
borrowed $50,000,000 at home, and will 
not attempt to borrow any abroad un- 
til it becomes absolutely necessary, 
which will not be for a year at least. 
New taxes have been voted. The old 
ones on sugar, Income, and business 
have been doubled. Those on land and 
tobacco, saki and some other articles 
have been raised considerably. The 
new taxes should bring in about I. - 
000,000 a year, and the postponement 
of railway and other work will reduce 
ordinary expenses $20,000,000. It was 
proposed to put taxes on silk goods and 
establish a salt monopoly, but, patriotic 
as the Japanese are, that was too 
much. Something yet semains to be 
taxed if the war shall last longer than 
is expected. ° ‘ 

Japan is fighting near home and Rus- 
sia far from home. The Russian mili- 
tary expenses ought to exceed those of 
Japan. One Ruslan estimate is that a 
ten months’ confilet with 600,000 men 
in the field will cost only $230,000,000. 
That is doubtless below the mark, and 
for that matter so are nearly all esti- 
mates of the cost ef the war. Russia 
has the advantage over Japan of hav- 
ing on hand about $270,000,000 in gold 
which is available for military pur- 
poses, but it is questionable whether 
new taxes can be imposed in Russia 
as easily as in Japan. When money is 
urgentiy needed however, to carry on 
a war, somebody always is ingenious 
enough to discover new taxes. 

But if Russia cannot levy new taxes, 
and if it cannot cut down expenditures 
for non-military objects, so as to have 
more money for military purposes, it 
can. borrow, and unless the tide of war 
should run against it will be able to 
borrow with greater ease than Japan.

A year of war 
will cost over $500,000,000 and they will

Bishop Nichols renewed his ac- 
quaintance with St. John’s parish yes- 
terday morning, and a large attend- 
ance of old and new members greeted 
him with eager attention as he was 
conducted to the pulpit by the rector, 
Rev. Lawrence Ridgely. 

The clergyman chose a part of Acts 
XVM is as his text and subject—“He 
preached unto them the resurrection.” 
The quotation is a part of the legend 
of Paul's celebrated visit to the seats 
of ancient learning, in scornful and 
scholamic Athens. 

In his discourse Bishop Nichols said: 
“I have heard it gravely argued that 
the visit of St. Paul to Athens was all 
& practical failure, and that the great 
missionagy ought to have broached 
any subject except the severe and ab- 
stmact doctrine of the resurrection. I 
do not mean that the men who ad- 
vanced these ideas were treating re- 
ligion fliippantiy; they believed that 
Paul went away from Athens dis- 
heartened and downcast because he 
had not been received seriously. 

“St. Paul was but pursuing that 
which the Master had taught in the 
forty days after the resurrection, and 
that which St. Peter had done. Let us 
not sympathize with the doctrine that 
the resurrection should be relegated to 
higher teaching or more advanced 
thought. It is at the very fore of all 
the fundamental principles of the 
Christian religion. 

“This teaching if properly applied 
and rightly understood goes down to 
the very bottom of some of the deepest 
human emotions. 

“The fundamental,. basic human 
emotiona are the dominant feelings of 
fear and hope. | 

“Just as bread is necessary to life, 
so ia the doctrine of the resurrection 
preached as necessary to hope. That 
doctrine of the resurrection ts back of 
everything’ that ministers to hope. 

“The missionary spirit that an- 
mated Paul was the spirit that made 
Christianity possible at all. His re- 
sults were not immediately apparent— 
neliher are the results of the mission- 
ary endeavor of today. How often you 
have heard it said that gospel effort 
in China is wasted! Yet, though the 
Chinese boast that they are the same 
yesterday, today and forever, their 
very religion is not their own, but a 
mixture of three faiths. Confucianism, 
Buddhism and Taoclem are the compo- 
nents of Chinese worship, and two of 
these beliefs are ingrafted from a for- 
eign nation. It has taken them but 
2000 years to absorb two new religions, 
and how much less time will it take 
for them to embrace Christianity. 

“The missionary spirit of the resur- 
rection is needed most of-all at home. 
Our race problems, here in the United 
States, are the worst that we can pos- 
sibly have to deal with. We found the 
red man here, and there was a prob- 
lem; we brought the black man, and 
there was another; the yellow man 
came of his own accord and added au- 
other, and the brown man and the 
many cousins of all the rest are piling 
upon us still more. Some time ago I 
passed through a county in Nevada 
containing but one place of public 
worship in all its confines, and that 
was a Chinese joss house! 

“The spirit of the resurrection min- 
isters to hope in its last extremity. In 
the early part of this century there 
lived in a little seacoast town of Fng- 
land a young clergyman whose future 
seemed of the brightest, whose ambi- 
tious life seemed certain of the crown 
of success. Suddenly there fell upon 
him the déath-apell of disgase and as 
he slowly watched his flife ebbing 
away, month by month, hope died 
within him. His physician told him 
that he must leave his work forever 
and go to the continent, probably to 
die, and his one prayer became that 
he might leave something imperishable 
behind, something that would in its 
immortality outlast his poor frail 
body and faltering mind. 

“The last day of his ministry, as he 
preached to his flock, looking out at 


there came upon him the great desire 
to create. Going alone into his study 
he sat down, pen in hand, and the 
words he so long had desired flowed 
out on paper from his almost dying 
fingers. H. F. Lyte has passed be- 
yond, but as long as the church shall 
live, as long as the hymns of the 
church are sung, so long shall live his 
swan-song, the beautifully tender 
‘Abide With Me.“

There has never been made 
another like unto it since he lay in his 
humble cradle in the Boundbrook 
farmhouse. 

“With one wave of his hand he 
swept away all the cobwebs which had 
accumulated around the traditional 
methods of sermontc oratory. With 
his mighty original personality he 
broke the shackles of ecclesiastical sia- 
very. He proved to the world that the 
ministers of the twentieth century 
could plead with sinners to come to 
Christ with the energy and enthusi- 
asm and intensity with which the law- 
yer could pone for the life of a de- 
fendant falsely charged with murder. 
He proved to the religious world that 
it Was not so important what kind of 
a white linen gown the gos- 
pel surgeon wore, as it was that the 
nerve of the operator be firm and the 
hand steady that held the keen, sacred 
blade with which he cut out the can- 
cer of sin. He dispensed with the min- 
isterial gown ahd hurled from the 
church the old-fashioned pulpit, but 
he still clung to the old truths. He 
spoke the gospel message in its sim- 
plicity. Because the story was so sim- 
ply told it was told with originality. 

ert my father was natura: in the 
sense that he never strove to be origi- 
nal and different from everyone else. It 
wasin his personality that he wag di.- 
ferent. He was the same in the home 
as in the pulpit. On the street as upon 
the lecture platform, He was the same 
original and vet natural character 
when writing to one of his children 
as he was when pening an article for 
the press. He uttered the message 
which was given to him as naturally 
and yet with the dissimilarity that 
characterizés the notes of the birds of 
the forest. As the brown-winged thrush 
lifts his treble note when he is awak- 
ened by the rising sun; as a goldfinch 


chirrups when hopping between the 
garden rows; as a Baltimore oriole 
sings when he swings backward 


and forward upon the tree branch 
Which overhangs the brook, each bird 
is melodious in its own way, yet each 
singing a different sone e war so 
natural that he could not reccenize 
his peculiar traits. One day he turned 
to me and said: ‘Frank, people say I 
am different from other ministers; 
that I am different even in giving out 
my notices and the reading of Scrip- 
ture. Show me how I am different.’ 
When I attempted to show him the dif- 
ference, he innocently remarked, ‘Why, 
I do not see anything peculiar about 
that.“ He was so different from other 
men that for many years the Ameri- 
ean pulpit could not understand him. 
Under the scrutinizing eye of the the- 
ological critic there could be found no 
heretical flaw in his sermons. When 
he arose to preach, a solemn stiliness, 
like the expectant hush of the coming 
Judgment Day silenced his auditors. 
Every eye was focussed upon that tall, 
straight form, and bread, massive 
brow. Each ear was alert to catch the 
first word’ which fell from those won- 
derful lips. But though the buildings 
in which he preached in our own and 
other lands were always crowded to 
hear him, though great multitudes 
were brought to decision for Christ 
under hig preachings in the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, where he passed the most 
active vears of his life's ministry, yet 
for years he was a misun tood 


man. j 

“My father was a gospel minister 
of unbounded cheerfulness. He be- 
lieved that there was as much true re- 
ligion in the smile seen at the wed- 
ding of Cana, of Galilee, as in the 
sob heard in a house of mourning. He 
was an optimistic Christian whose 
mind was free from gloomy presenti- 
ments. In his youth, he grasped the

And 
when greater opportunities of useful- 
ness came than ever he expected, he 
was able to gasp them, and.compe!l 
them to carry him upon their broad 
shoulders up the towering heights of 
conspicuous service. 

“My father's best sermon was the 
daily life which he lived in his own 
home. I bear testimony to the fact 
that from my boyhood until the time 
that I ente my own parsonange and
